Although every effort is made to 
ensure that the colours on this leaflet 
are true representations of their 
respective yams, they may not always 
exactly match due to technical restric- 
tions of printing processes. 

We recommend Milward or Susan Bates knit- 
ting needles. 

Important 

It is important to check your tension before 
starting your garment. If there are too many 
stitches to 10 cm, your tension is tight and 
you should change to a larger size needle. If 
there are too few, your tension is loose and 
you should change to a smaller size needle. 

Abbreviations 

K=knit; P^purl; st=stitch; garter st=every 
row knit; tog =together; tbi =through back of 
loops; inc = increase by working into front 
and back of stitch; dec^decrease by working 
2 stitches together; beg=beginning; alt = 
alternate; rep=repeat; cm=centimetres; in = 
inches; mm=millimetres. 

KB=knitinto back of stitch; PB=purl into back 
of stitch; sL1K=slip 1 knitways; sL2P=slip 2 
purlways; yfwd=yarn forward; kyft^keep- 
ing yarn front; kyb=keeping yarn back; yrn = 
yarn round needle; yon=yarn on needle; 
psso=pass slip stitch over; patt= pattern; 0 = 
no St, row or time to be worked in this size. 

MS=Main Shade; C=Contrast; 1st C=1st 
Colour; 2nd C=2nd Colour; 3rd C=3rd 
Colour. 

Ml =make a stitch by picking up horizontal 
loop lying before next stitch and working into 
back of it. 

NB. DO NOT ''MAKE 1" by knitting into the 
front and back of a stitch. 

K1bw=K1 below, knit into next stitch one row 
below, at the same time slipping off stitch 
above. 

MB=make bobble as follows: (K1, yfwd, K1, 
yfwd, K1) in next st, turn, P5, turn, K5, turn, 
P2tog, PI, P2tog, turn, sL1K, K2tog, psso. 

MK=make a knot as follows: (K1, PI, Kl, PI, 
K1, PI, K1) in next st, then pass 2nd, 3rd, 4th, 
5th, 6th and 7th sts on right needle separately 
over first st. 

Tw2R=K into front of 2nd st on left needle, 
then K into front of first st and slip both sts off 
needle together. 

Tw2L=K into back of 2nd st on left needle, 
then K Into front of first st and slip both sts off 
needle together. 



Cr2FP=slip next st on cable pin and leave at 
front of work, PI, then Kl from cable pin. 

Cr2BP=slip next st on cable pin and leave at 
back of work, Kl, then PI from cable pin. 

C3FK =sllp next 2 sts on cable pin and leave at 
front of work, Kl, then K2 from cable pin. 

C3BK=slip next st on cable pin and leave at 
back of work, K2, then Kl from cable pin. 

Cr3L=slip next 2 sts on cable pin and leave at 
front of work, PI, then K2 from cable pin. 

Cr3R=slip next st on cable pin and leave at 
back of work, K2, then PI from cable pin. 

Cr3FB=slip next st on cable pin and leave at 
front of work, KB1, PI, then KB1 from cable 
pin. 

Cr3BB=slip next 2 sts on cable pin and leave 
at back of work, KB1,then PI, KB1, from cable 
pin. 

C4F=slip next 2 sts on cable pin and leave at 
front of work, K2, then K2 from cable pin. 

C4B=slip next 2 sts on cable pin and leave at 
back of work, K2, then K2 from cable pin. 

C6F=slip next 3 sts on cable pin and leave at 
front of work, K3, then K3 from cable pin. 

CrSBKP =slip next 3 sts on cable pin and leave 
at back of work, K2, slip first st from cable pin 
back on to left needle and P it, then K2 from 
cable pin. 

Instructions are given for the first size, with 
larger size(s) given in square brackets [ ]. 
Where only one figure is given this applies to 
both (all) sizes. 

SWISS DARNING 

Use a tapestry needle and appropriate colour. 
Bring needle up through centre of stitch from 




back of work, insert from right to left behind 
stitch immediately above (A) then down 
through centre of original stitch and out 
through centre of next stitch to left (B). 



Motif Knitting 

For working blocks of two or more colours, 
work in rows, joining in colours at appropri- 
ate point. Do not carry colours across wrong 
side of work, but link 2 colours by twisting 
round each other where they meet on wrong 
side to avoid a hole (see diagram). 




For easier motif knitting we recommend 
Susan Bates Yarn Bobs. These bobbins are 
easy to handle and several can be used at a 
time as they hang at the back of the work 
keeping colours free from tangles. Wind 
length of colour round each bobbin and join 
in at appropriate points on the row in the 
usual way. 

Fairytale 3 ply - Do not press. 

Baby Pure Wool 3 ply - With wrong side of 
work facing, block each piece by pinning out 
round edges, and omitting ribbing, press 
lightly following instructions on the bail 
band. 



HANDY HINTS 

When marking position of buttons on Button 
Border with pins, mark first and last buttons 
as specified, then count the number of rows 
in between. Divide these rows as evenly as 
possible for the remaining buttons required 
and place pins accordingly, then make sure 
that the same number of rows are worked on 
the Buttonhole Border between each button- 
hole placing. 

Do not dry handknits in harsh sunlight as fad- 
ing or yellowing may occur.

Pair each Nos 3V4 mm and 4 mm needles. 
Length of ribbon for Bonnet. 

Tension 

On No 4 mm needles, 22 sts and 34 rows to 10 
cm (patt), 22 sts and 30 rows to 10 cm (stock- 
ing St). 

For notes and abbreviations, see first page of 
text. 

BACK 

With No 4 mm needles, cast on 47 [55, 591 sts 
and work in patt as follows: 

1st row — (Right side), K. 

2nd row — P. 

3rd row — K3 [1,3], * yrn, PI, P3tog, PI, yon, 
K1; rep from * to last 2 [0, 2] sts, K2 [0, 21. 

4th row — P. 

These 4 rows form patt. 

Continue in patt until Back measures 17 [20, 
221 cm (or adjust to suit), ending with right 
side facing for next row. 

Shape shoulders by casting off 7 [9, 9] sts at 
beg of next 2 rows, then 7 [9, 10] sts at beg of 
following 2 rows. 

Leave remaining 19 [19, 21] sts on a spare 
needle. 

LEFT FRONT 

With No 4 mm needles, cast on 21 [25, 27] sts 
and work in patt as follows: 

1st row — (Right side), K. 

2nd row — P. 

3rd row— K3 [1, 3], • yrn, PI, P3tog, PI, yon, 
Kl; rep from * to end. 

4th row — P. 

These 4 rows form patt. 

Continue in patt until 10 [10, 14] rows less 
than on Back have been worked before start 
of shoulder shaping, thus ending with right 
side facing for next row. 

Keeping continuity of patt, shape neck as 
follows: 

Next row — Patt 18 [22, 23], turn and leave 
remaining 3 [3, 4] sts on a safety-pin. 

Dec 1 St at neck edge on next 4 rows (14 [18, 
19] sts). 



Work 5 [5, 9] rows, thus ending with right side 
facing for next row. 

Shape shoulder by casting off 7 [9, 9] sts at 
beg of next row. 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off remaining 7 [9, 10] sts. 

RIGHT FRONT 

With No 4 mm needles, cast on 21 [25, 27] sts 
and work in patt as follows: 

1st row — (Right side), K. 

2nd row — P. 

3rd row — * Kl, yrn, PI, P3tog, PI, yon; rep 
from • to last 3 [1,3] sts, K3 [1, 3]. 

4th row — P. 

These 4 rows form patt. 

Continue in patt and work to match Left Front, 
reversing shapings, noting that an extra row 
will have to be worked before start of 
shoulder shaping. 

SLEEVES 

With No 4 mm needles, cast on 19 [23, 31] sts 
and work in patt as follows: 

1st row — (Right side), K. 

2nd row — P. 

3rd row — Kl [3, 1], * yrn, PI, P3tog, PI, yon, 
Kl; rep from * to last 6 [8, 6] sts, yrn, PI, 
P3tog, PI, yon, Kl [3, 1]. 

4th row — P. 

These 4 rows form patt. 

Continue in patt, shaping sides by inc 1 st at 
each end of 5th row (from beg of patt) and 
every following alt [4th, 6th] row until there 
are 33 [43, 47] sts, taking inc sts into patt. 

1st size: Inc 1 st at each end of every following 
3rd row until there are 43 sts, taking inc sts 
into patt. 

All sizes: Work 2 [3, 7] rows, thus ending with 
right side facing. 

Cast off loosely. 

MAKE UP AND PICOT EDGING 

Do not press. 

Join shoulder seams. 

Place centre of cast-off edge of sleeves to 
shoulder seams and sew Sleeves in position 
to Back and Fronts. 

Sleeve Edging: With right side facing and No 
3 V4 mm needles, knit up 1 9 [23, 31 ] sts evenly 
along lower edge of each sleeve. 

•• 1st row — (Wrong side), K. 

2nd row — K. 

3rd row — P. 

4th row — Kl, • yfwd, K2tog; rep from * to 
end. 

5th row — P. 

6th row — K. 

Using a No 4 mm needle, cast off loosely 
purl ways.** 

Fold Sleeve Edging at row of holes to wrong 
side and slip-hem loosely In position. 

Join side and sleeve seams. 

Neck Edging: With right side facing and No 
3V4 mm needles, starting at right front, K3 [3, 
4] from safety-pin, knit up 6 [6, 9] sts up right 
side of neck, K19 [19, 21] from back, knit up 6 
[6, 9] sts down left side of neck, then K3 [3, 4] 
from safety-pin (37 [37, 47] sts). 

Work as for Sleeve Edging from ** to **. 

Fold Neck Edging at row of holes to wrong 
side and slip-hem loosely in position. 

Lower Edging: With right side facing and No 
3 V4 mm needles, starting at lower edge of left 
front, knit up 89 [ 105, 1 1 3] sts evenly all round 
lower edge. 



Work as for Sleeve Edging from ** to **. 

Fold Lower Edging at row of holes to wrong 
side and slip-hem loosely In position. 

Left Front Edging: With right side facing and 
No 3V4 mm needles, starting at neck edge, 
knit up 33 [39, 45] sts evenly down left front to 
lower edge. 

Work as for Sleeve Edging from ** to **. 
Right Front Edging: With right side facing 
and No 3V4 mm needles, starting at lower 
edge, knit up 33 [39, 45] sts evenly up right 
front to neck edge. 

Work as for Sleeve Edging from ** to **. 

Fold Front Edging at row of holes to wrong 
side and slip-hem loosely in position. 

Bonnet 

With No 4 mm needles, cast on 67 sts and 
work in patt as on 2nd size of Back of Matinee 
Jacket for 24 rows. 

Next row — K. 

Next row — P. 

Next row — Kl, * yfwd, K2tog; rep from * to 
end. 

Next row — P. 

Next row — K. 

Next row — P. 

Make small tuck as follows: 

Next row — * With right hand needle, pick up 
loop of st 6 rows below, slip this loop on left 
hand needle and K2tog with st on needle; rep 
from * to end. 

Next row — K inc 1 st at centre (68 sts). 

Shape crown as follows: 1st row — Kl, * K9, 
K2tog; rep from * to last st, Kl. 

2nd and every alt row — K. 

3rd row — Kl, * K8, K2tog; rep from * to last 
st, Kl. 

5th row — Kl, * K7, K2tog; rep from * to last st, 
Kl. 

Continue dec in this way on every alt row until 
the row, "Kl , * Kl , K2tog; rep from * to last st, 
Kl" has been worked. 

Next row — K. 

Next row — Kl, * K2tog; rep from * to last st, 
Kl. 

Break yarn, thread through remaining sts, 
draw up tightly and fasten off securely. 

MAKE UP AND PICOT EDGING 

Do not press. 

With right side facing and No 3 V4 mm needles 
knit up 67 sts evenly along front edge. 

Work as for Sleeve Edging of Matinee Jacket 
from ** to **. 

Fold PIcot Edging at row of holes to wrong 
side and slip-hem loosely in position. 

Join crown seam. 

Cut 2 lengths of ribbon and sew one to each 
side as in photograph. 

2 Textured Cardigan 

★ ★ ★For knitters with some experience 
To fit chest 
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Patons Fairytale 4 ply 

(4311) 50 gram balls 
2 3 3 4 

Pair each Nos 2% mm and 3Va mm needles. 
6 [6, 7, 7] buttons. 

Tension 

On No 3 V4 mm needles, 33 sts and 38 rows to 
10 cm (pan), 28 sts and 36 rows to 10 cm 
(stocking st). 

For notes and abbreviations, see first page of 
text. 

BACK 

With No 2% mm needles, cast on 57 [65, 71, 
77] sts and work in rib as follows: 

1st row — (Right side), K1, * P1,K1; rep from * 
to end. 

2nd row — PI, • K1, PI; rep from • to end. 

Rep these 2 rows for 3 (3, 4, 4] cm, ending with 
a 1st row. 

1st 3rd and 4th sizes: Next row — Rib 2 [2, 3], 

• ( M 1 , rib 4 [4, 3j) 2 [2, 1 J times, M 1 , rib 5 [3, 4]; 
rep from * to last 3 [3, 4] sts, M 1 , rib to end (70 
[90, 98] sts). 

2nd size: Next row — Rib 2, * Ml, rib 5; rep 
from * to last 3 sts, Ml, rib to end (78 sts). 

All sizes: Change to No 3 V4 mm needles and 
work in pan as follows: 

1st row — (Right side), K. 

2nd row— PO [0, 2, 2], • K2, P2; rep from * to 
last 2 [2, 0, 0] sts, K2 [2, 0, 0]. 

3rd and 4th rows — As 1st and 2nd. 

5th row— K1, (Tw2L) 0 [0. 1, 1] time, * Tw2R, 
Tw2L; rep from * to last 1 [1,3, 3] sts, (Tw2R)0 
[0, 1, Ijtime, K1. 

6th row— KO [0, 2, 2], * P2, K2; rep from * to 
last 2 (2, 0, 0] sts, P2 [2, 0, Oj. 

7th and 9th rows — As 1 st. 

8th and 10th rows — As 6th. 

11th row— K1, (Tw2R) 0 [0, 1, Ijtime, * Tw2L, 
Tw2R; rep from • to last 1 [1,3, 3] sts, (Tw2L)0 
[0. 1, 1] time, K1. 

12th row — As 2nd. 

These 12 rows form patt. 

Continue in patt until Back measures 20 [23, 
26, 30) cm (or adjust to suit), ending with right 
side facing for next row. 

Keeping continuity of patt, shape shoulders 
by casting off 7 [9, 10, 11] sts at beg of next 4 
rows, then 8 [8, 10, 10] sts at beg of following 
2 rows. 

Leave remaining 26 (26, 30, 34] sts on a spare 
needle. 

LEFT FRONT 

• * With No 2% mm needles, cast on 25 [29, 33, 
35] sts and work in rib as on Back for 3 [3, 4, 4] 
cm, ending with a 1st row. 

1st, 2nd and 3rd sizes: Next row — Rib 2, 

• Ml, rib 4 [5, 4]; rep from * to last 3 [2, 3] sts. 
Ml, rib to end (31 [35. 41] sts). 

4th size: Next row — Rib 2, * Ml, rib 3, Ml, rib 
4; rep from * to last 5 sts. Ml, rib 3, Ml, rib 2 
(45 sts).’* 

All sizes: Change to No 3V4 mm needles and 
work in patt as follows: 

1st row — (Right side), K. 

2nd row — PI, * K2, P2; rep from * to last 2 [2, 
0, 0] sts, K2 [2, 0, 0]. 

3rd and 4th rows — As 1st and 2nd. 

5th row— K1, (Tw2L) 0 [0, 1, 1] time. * Tw2R. 
Tw2L; rep from * to last 2 sts, K2. 

6th row — K1, * P2. K2; rep from * to last 2 [2, 
0. 0] sts, P2 [2, 0, 0]. 

7th and 9th rows — As 1st. 

8th and 10th rows — As 6th. 



11th row— K1,(Tw2R) 010,1, Ijtime, * Tw2L. 
Tw2R; rep from * to last 2 sts, K2. 

12th row — As 2nd. 

These 12 rows form patt. 

Continue in patt until 12 [12, 16, 16] rows less 
than on Back have been worked before start 
of shoulder shaping, thus ending with right 
side facing for next row. 

Keeping continuity of patt, shape neck as fol- 
lows: Next row — Patt 29 [33, 38, 41], turn and 
leave remaining 2 [2, 3, 4] sts on a safety-pin. 

Dec 1 st at neck edge on next 7 [7, 8, 9] rows 
(22 [26, 30, 32] sts). 

Work a further 4 [4, 7, 6] rows, thus ending 
with right side facing for next row. 

Keeping continuity of patt, shape shoulder by 
casting off 7 [9. 10. 11] sts at beg of next and 
following alt row. 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off remaining 8 [8, 10, 10] sts. 

RIGHT FRONT 

Work as for Left Front from ** to **. 

All sizes: Change to No 3V4 mm needles and 
work in patt as follows: 

1st row — (Right side), K. 

2nd row — PO [0, 2, 2], * K2, P2; rep from * to 
last 3 sts, K2, PI. 

3rd and 4th rows — As 1st and 2nd. 

5th row — K2, * Tw2R, Tw2L; rep from * to last 
1 [1, 3, 3] sts. (Tw2R) 0 [0. 1, 1] time, K1. 

6th row — KO [0, 2, 2], * P2, K2; rep from * to 
last 3 sts, P2, K1. 

7th and 9th rows — As 1 st. 

8th and 10th rows — As 6th. 

11th row — K2, * Tw2L, Tw2R; rep from * to 
last 1 [1. 3, 3] sts. (Tw2L) 0 [0, 1, 1] time. K1. 

12th row — As 2nd. 

These 12 rows form patt. 

Work to match Left Front, reversing shapings, 
noting that an extra row will have to be 
worked before start of shoulder shaping. 

SLEEVES 

With No 2% mm needles, cast on 29 [37, 39, 
43|stsand work in rib as on Back for 3 [3,4,4] 
cm, ending with a 1st row. 

1st, 2nd and 4th sizes: Next row — Rib 1 [2, 1 ], 

* (M1,rlb3[3.2])3[2,3]tlmes,M1,rlb4[2.3]; 
rep from * to last 2 [3, 6] sts, (Ml, rib 2) 0 [0, 2] 
times. Ml, rib to end (38 [50, 62] sts). 

3rd size: Next row — Rib 1, Ml, rib 2; rep from 

* to last 2 sts. Ml, rib 2 (58 sts). 

All sizes: Change to No 3Va mm needles and 
work in patt as on 1st [3rd, 3rd, 1st] size of 
Back, shaping sides by inc 1 st at each end of 
3rd [9th, 7th, 9th] and every following 2nd 
[7th, 9th, 6th] row until there are 56 [62, 70, 
68] sts, taking inc sts into patt. 

1st and 4th sizes: Inc 1 st at each end of every 
following 4th |8th] row until there are 62 [82] 
sts, taking inc sts into patt. 

All sizes: Work a further 3 [6, 8, 7] rows, thus 
ending with right side facing. 

Cast off loosely. 

MAKE UP AND BORDERS 

Do not press. 

Join shoulder seams. 

Place centre of cast-off edge of sleeves to 
shoulder seams, and sew Sleeves in position 
to Back and Fronts. 

Join side and sleeve seams. 

Neck Border: With right side facing and No 
2% mm needles, K2 [2, 3, 4] from safety-pin, 
knit up 14 [14, 16, 16] sts up right side of neck, 
K26 [26. 30, 34] from back dec 3 sts evenly. 



knit up 14 [14, 16, 16] sts down left side of 
neck, then K2 [2, 3, 4] from safety-pin (55 1 55, 
65, 71] sts). 

Starting with a 2nd row, work in rib as on Back 
for 4 cm. 

Using a No 3V4 mm needle, cast off loosely in 
rib. 

Fold Neck Border in half to wrong side and 
slip-hem loosely in position. 

Button Border: With No 2% mm needles, cast 
on 7 sts and work in rib as follows: 

1st row — (Right side), K2, (PI, K1) twice, K1. 
2nd row — K1, (PI, K1) 3 times. 

Rep these 2 rows until Border, when slightly 
stretched, fits up Left Front for Girl, Right 
Front for Boy to top of Neck Border, sewing in 
position as you go along. 

Cast off evenly In rib. 

Mark position of 6 [6, 7, 7] buttons on Button 
Border with pins to ensure even spacing, first 
to come 1 cm up from lower edge, last to 
come in centre of Neck Border and remainder 
spaced evenly between (see Handy Hints on 
first page of text). 

Buttonhole Border: Work as for Button 
Border with the addition of 6 [6, 7, 7] button- 
holes to correspond with pins placed on 
Button Border. 

To make a buttonhole — (Right side), rib 3, 
yrn, P2tog, rib to end. 

Sew on buttons.

(6303) 50 gram balls 
2 3 3 4 

Pair each Nos 3V4 mm and 4 mm needles. 
Cable pin. 

3 [3, 4, 4] buttons. 

Tension 

On No 4 mm needles, 23 sts and 32 rows to 10 
cm (patt), 22 sts and 30 rows to 10 cm (stock- 
ing st). 

For notes and abbreviations, see first page of 
text. 

BACK 

** With No3V4mm needles, cast on 45 [49, 55, 
61] sts and work in rib as follows: 

1st row — (Right side), K1, * PI, K1; rep from 
* to end. 

2nd row — PI, * K1, PI; rep from * to end. 

Rep these 2 rows for 4 [4,5, 5] cm, ending with 
a 1st row. 

Next row— Rib 4 [4, 2, 2], * Ml, rib 6 [4, 5, 7]; 
rep from * to last 5 [5, 3, 3] sts. Ml, rib to end 
(52 [60. 66, 70] sts). 

Change to No 4 mm needles and work in patt 
as follows: 




1st row — (Right side), K1 (5, 2, 1], (K2tog, 
yfwd) 0 10, 1, OJ time, KO |0. 4, 0), * yfwd, sLIK, 
K1, psso, K1, K2tog, yfwd, K4; rep from ’ to 
last 6 ( 1 , 4, 6) sts, (yfwd, sLI K, K 1 , psso) 1(0,1, 
1Jtime,K1 (1,2, 1), (K2tog, yfwd, K1) 1 (0,0, 1J 
time. 

2nd and every alt row — P. 

3rd row — Kl, (K2tog, yfwd) 0 (0, 1, 0(time, KO 
(0,1,0), (C4B)0(1,1,0)time, * Kl, yfwd, sLIK, 
K2tog, psso, yfwd, Kl, C4B; rep from * to last 
6 (1, 4, 61 sts, Kl, (yfwd, sLIK, K2tog, psso, 
yfwd) 1 (0,0, 1)time, (yfwd, sLIK, Kl, psso) 0 
(0, 1, 0] time, K2 (0, 1, 2). 

5th row — As 1st. 

7th row— Kl, (K2tog, yfwd) 0 (0, 1, OJ time, KO 
(4, 5, 0|, * Kl, yfwd, sLlK, K2tog, psso, yfwd, 
K5; rep from * to (ast 6 (1, 4, 6] sts, Kl, (yfwd, 
sLIK, K2tog, psso, yfwd) 1 (0, 0, IJ time, 
(yfwd, sLIK, Kl, psso) 0 (0, 1, 0( time, K2 (0, 1, 
21 . 

8th row — As 2nd. 

These 8 rows form patt.** 

Continue in patt until work measures 11 (13, 
16, 22) cm (or adjust to suit), ending with right 
side facing for next row. 

Keeping continuity of patt, divide for back 
opening as follows: 

Next row — Patt 24 (28, 31, 33], turn and (eave 
remaining sts on a spare need(e. 

Continue on these sts for first side until back 
opening measures 10 (10, 1 1, 13] cm, ending 
with right side facing for next row. 

Shape shoulder by casting off 6 (7, 7, 8] sts at 
beg of next and following alt row. Work 1 row. 

Cast off 5 (7, 7, 7] sts at beg of next row. Work 
1 row. 

Leave remaining 7 (7, 10, 10] sts on a safety- 
pin. 

With right side facing, slip centre 4 sts on a 
safety-pin, rejoin yarn to remaining sts, patt 
to end. 

Work to match first side, reversing shapings, 
noting that an extra row will have to be 
worked before start of shoulder shaping. 



FRONT 

Work as for Back from to **. 

Continue in patt until 10 (10, 12, 12] rows less 
than on Back have been worked before start 
of shoulder shaping. 

Keeping continuity of patt, divide for neck as 
follows:

rep from * to last 6 (7, 1, 1] sts, Kl, (yfwd, 
sLIK, K2tog, psso, yfwd) 1(1,0, 0]time, K2 (3, 
0 , 0 ]. 

5th row — As 1st. 

7th row— Kl (2, 5, 5], * Kl, yfwd, sLIK, K2tog, 
psso, yfwd, K5; rep from * to last 6 (7,1, 1]sts, 
Kl, (yfwd, sLIK, K2tog, psso, yfwd) 1 (1,0, 0] 
time, K2 [3, 0, 0). 

8th row — ^As 2nd. 

These 8 rows form patt. 

Continue in patt, shaping sides by inc 1 st at 
each end of 9th row (from beg of patt) and 
every following 4th [8th, 16th, 6th] row until 
there are 42 (44, 48, 48) sts, taking Inc sts Into 
patt. 

1st and 4th sizes: Inc 1 st at each end of every 
following 6th |8th] row until there are 44 [58] 
sts, taking inc sts into patt. 

All sizes: Work 5 [9, 13, 9] rows. 

Cast off loosely. 



MAKE UP AND BORDERS 

Do not press. 

Join shoulder seams. 

Neck Border: With right side facing and No 
3V4 mm needles, starting at top of left back 
opening, K7 (7, 10, 10] from left back, knit up 
1 1 ( 1 1 , 1 3, 1 3] sts down left side of neck, K8 (8. 
10, 10] from front dec 1 st at centre, knit up 1 1 
(11,13, 13]stsup right side of neck, then K7 (7, 
10, 10] from right back (43 (43, 55, 55] sts). 

Starting with a 2nd row, work in rib as on Back 
for 4 cm. 

Using a No 4 mm needle, cast off loosely in 
rib.

5th row — (K3, yfwd) 6 times, K1 (25 sts). 

Continue thus, Inc 6 sts on every alt row until 
there are 73 sts. 

Next row — P inc 2 sts evenly (75 sts). 

Now work in patt as on Front of Dress until 
work measures approx 13 cm from centre of 
crown, ending with 23rd row of patt. 

Change to No 2V4 mm needles and K 4 rows.

8th row — As 4th. 

These 8 rows form patt.** 

Continue in patt until Back measures 13 [13, 
1 5, 1 7] cm (or adjust to suit), ending with right 
side facing for next row. 

Keeping continuity of patt, divide for back 
opening as follows: 

Next row — Patt 30 [34, 38, 42], turn and leave 
remaining sts on a spare needle. 

Work straight in patt until back opening 
measures 7 [10, 11,12] cm, ending with right 
side facing for next row. 

Shape shoulder by casting off 7 [8, 9, 1 0] sts at 
beg of next and following alt row. Work 1 row.

(PI, Kl) 6 [7,8, 91 times, PI [0,0, 0), (Inc in last 
st) 1 [0, 0, 0) time. 

7th row — (Inc in first st) 0 [1, 0, 0) time, KO [0, 
1, U (PI, Kl) 7 [6, 7, 81 times, Kl, P2, K6, P2, 
K2, (PI, Kl ) 6 [5, 7, 81 times, PI [1, 0, 0), (Inc in 
last st) 0 [1, 0, 01 time. 

8th row— PO [0, 1, 11, (Kl, PI) 7 [7,7, 81 times, 
PI, K2, P6, K2, P2, (Kl, PI) 6 [6, 7, 8) times, Kl 
[ 1 , 0 , 01 . 

These 8 rows set patt. 

Continue in patt as set, shaping sides by inc 1 
st at each end of every following 3rd [4th, 5th, 
5th) row from previous inc until there are 50 
[48, 54, 66 1 sts, then on every following 4th 
[5th, 6th, 6th) row until there are 58 [58, 62, 
74) sts, taking Inc sts into double moss st. 

Work 3 [4, 5, 5) rows, thus ending with right 
side facing. 

Cast off loosely in patt. 

MAKE UP AND BORDERS 

Do not press. 

Using oddment of yarn, swiss darn as In 
photograph. 

See note for Swiss darning on first page of 
text. 

Join shoulder seams. 

Place centre of cast-off edge of sleeves to 
shoulder seams and sew Sleeves in position 
to Back and Front. 

Join side and sleeve seams. 

Neck Border: With right side facing and No

On No 4 mm needles, 22 sts and 30 rows to 10 
cm (stocking st).

BACK 

With No 3’^4 mm needles, cast on 51 |55, 61 ] 
sts and work In rib as follows: 



Change to No 4 mm needles, join in C as 
required and starting with a 1st |3rd, 1st, 3rd| 
row of stripe patt as on Back, shape sides by 
Inc 1 st at each end of 9th [13th, 15th, 19th) 
and following 10th |14th, 22nd, 26th] row (32 
|40, 42, 44] sts). 

Work straight until sleeve seam measures 
approx 12 [15, 19, 23] cm, ending with the 
same row of stripe patt as on Back. 

Keeping continuity of stripe patt, shape rag- 
lans by casting off 2 sts at beg of next 2 rows.

No 3V4 mm needles 
and MS, K4 from left sleeve, knit up 24 1 30, 34, 
361 sts down left side of neck, pick up loop at 
centre V and K into back of it (mark this st with 
a coloured thread), knit up 24 [30, 34, 36] sts 
up right side of neck, K4 from right sleeve, 
then 18(18, 22, 22] from back (75 (87, 99, 103] 
sts).

P4; rep from * to * once more, P2, K to end. 

8th row— PIO ]13, 16|, K2, ’PBl, (K2, P2) 
twice, K2, PBl ’, K4, P2, K1, PI, K1, P2, K4; rep 
from * to * once more, K2, P to end. 

9th row— KIO (13, 16], P2, * KBl, PI, (Cr2BP, 
Cr2FP) twice, PI, KBl •, P3, Cr3R, K1, PI, K1, 
Cr3L, P3; rep from * to * once more, P2, K to 
end.

Shape shoulders by casting off 7 [8, 9] sts at 
beg of next 4 rows, then 8 (7, 8] sts at beg of 
following 2 rows.

Shape shoulder by casting off 5 (6, 6, 7] sts at 
beg of next and following ait row.

Work as for Left Front from ** to **.

With No 3 V 4 mm needles and MS, cast on 45 
(49, 55, 61 ] sts and work in rib as on Left Front 
for 9 (9, 1 1 , 1 1 ] rows, thus ending with wrong 
side facing for next row. 

Next row— Rib 1 1 (6, 8, 5], (Ml, rib 23 (12, 13,

59, 67] sts). 

Change to No 4 mm needles and starting with 
a K row, work in stocking st until 6 (6, 10, 10] 
rows less than on Left Front have been 
worked before start of shoulder shaping, thus 
ending with right side facing for next row. 

Divide for neck as follows: Next row — K17 
(20, 23, 27], turn and leave remaining sts on a 
spare needle. 

Continue on these sts for first side dec 1 st at 
neck edge on next 2 (2, 5, 5] rows (15 (18, 18, 
22] sts). 

Work 3 (3, 4, 4] rows, thus ending with right 
side facing for next row. 

Shape shoulder by casting off 5 (6, 6, 7] sts at 
beg of next and following alt row. 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off remaining 5 (6, 6, 8] sts. 

With right side facing, rejoin yarn to remain- 
ing sts, cast off 13 sts, K to end. 

Work to match first side, reversing shapings, 
noting that an extra row will have to be 
worked before start of shoulder shaping. 





SLEEVES 

With No 3V4 mm needles and MS, cast on 27 
[29, 31, 33J sts and work in rib as on Back for 3 
cm, ending with a 1st row.

rep from • to last 4 |2, 3, 4| sts. Ml, rib to end

3rd size: Inc 1 st at each end of every follow- 
ing 10th row until there are 47 sts. 

All sizes: Work 5 [9, 9, 7) rows. 

Cast off loosely. 

MAKE UP AND BORDERS 

Do not press. 

Join shoulder seams. 

Place centre of cast-off edge of sleeves to 
shoulder seams and sew Sleeves In position 
to Fronts and Back. 

Join side and sleeve seams. 

Buttonhole and Button Border: With No 3V4 
mm needles and MS, cast on 7 sts and work in 
rib as follows: 

1st row — (Right side), K2, (PI, K1) twice, K1. 
2nd row — K1, (PI, K1) 3 times. 

Buttonhole row — Rib 3, yrn, work 2tog, rib 2. 
Rep 1st and 2nd rows 4 times. 

Work buttonhole row as before. 

Continue in rib until Border, when slightly 
stretched, fits up Right Front, round back of 
neck and down Left Front to lower edge, sew- 
ing in position as you go along. 

Cast off evenly in rib. 

Sew on buttons.

4th row — Kl, * yfwd, K2tog; rep from * to 
end. 

5th row — P. 

6th row — K. 

Using a No3V4mm needle, castoff loosely.** 
Join side and sleeve seams. 

Fold Sleeve Edging in half to wrong side and 
slip-hem loosely in position. 

Neck Edging: With right side facing and No 
2% mm needles, starting at right front, knit up 
12 [12, 16, 16] sts up right side of neck, 21 [21, 
25, 29] sts from back, then 12 [12, 16, 16] sts 
down left side of neck (45 [45, 57, 61] sts). 

Work as for Sleeve Edging from ** to **. 

Fold Neck Edging in half to wrong side and 
slip-hem loosely In position. 

Lower Edging: With right side facing and No 
2% mm needles, starting at lower edge of left 
front, knit up 109 [127, 145, 161] sts evenly all 
round lower edge. 

Work as for Sleeve Edging from ** to **. 

Fold Lower Edging in half to wrong side and 
slip-hem loosely in position. 

Left Front Edging: With right side facing and 
No 2% mm needles, starting at neck edge, 
knit up 45 (53, 57, 67 ( sts evenly down left 
front to lower edge. 

Work as for Sleeve Edging from ** to **. 

Fold Front Edging in half to wrong side and 
slip-hem loosely in position. 

Right Front Edging: With right side facing 
and No 2% mm needles, starting at lower 
edge, knit up 45 [53, 57, 67] sts evenly up right 
front to neck edge. 

Work as for Sleeve Edging from ** to **. 

Fold Front Edging in half to wrong side and 
slip-hem loosely in position. 

Cut four lengths of ribbon and sew 2 to each 
Front as in photograph.

BACK 

*• With No 3V4 mm needles, cast on 43 [49, 
55] sts and work in rib as follows: 

1st row — (Right side), Kl, * PI, Kl; rep from 

* to end. 

2nd row — PI, * Kl, PI; rep from * to end. 

Rep these 2 rows for 4 cm, ending with a 1st 
row. 

Next row — In rib inc 2 sts evenly (45 [51, 57] 
sts). 

Change to No 4 mm needles and work in patt 
as follows: 

1st row— (Right side), K5 (8, 1 1 ], * PI, (Kl, PI ) 
3 times, sLIK, Kl, psso, yfwd, K3, yfwd, 
K2tog; rep from * once more, PI, (Kl, PI) 3 
times, K to end. 

2nd row— P6 [9, 12], * (Kl, PI) twice, Kl, P9; 
rep from * once more, (Kl, PI) twice, Kl, Pto 
end. 

3rd row— K5 (8, 1 1], * PI, (Kl, PI) 3 times, Kl, 
yfwd, sLlK, Kl, psso, Kl, K2tog, yfwd, Kl ; rep 
from * once more, PI, (Kl, PI) 3 times, K to 
end. 

4th row — As 2nd. 

5th row— K5 [8, 1 1], * PI, (Kl, PI) 3 times, K2, 
yfwd, sLIK, K2tog, psso, yfwd, K2; rep from 

* once more, PI, (Kl, PI) 3 times, K to end. 

6th row — As 2nd. 

These 6 rows form patt.** 





Continue in patt until Back measures 11 [14, 
19] cm (or adjust to suit), ending with right 
side facing for next row. 

Keeping continuity of patt, divide for back 
opening as follows: 

Next row — Patt 20 [23, 26], turn and leave 
remaining sts on a spare needle. 

Continue on these sts for first side. 

Work straight until back opening measures 1 0 
cm, ending with right side facing for next row. 

Shape shoulder by casting off 5 [6, 6 ] sts at 
beg of next and following alt row. Work 1 row. 

Cast off 4 [5, 7] sts at beg of next row. 

Work 1 row. 

Leave remaining 6 [ 6 , 7] sts on a spare needle. 

With right side facing, slip centre 5 sts on a 
safety-pin, rejoin yarn to remaining sts, patt 
to end. 

Work to match first side, reversing shapings, 
noting that an extra row will have to be 
worked before start of shoulder shaping. 

FRONT 

Work as for Back from ** to 
Continue in patt until 10 [10, 12] rows less 
than on Back have been worked before start 
of shoulder shaping, thus ending with right 
side facing for next row. 

Keeping continuity of patt, divide for neck as 
follows: 

Next row — Patt 19 [ 22 , 25], turn and leave 
remaining sts on a spare needle. 

Continue on these sts for first side dec 1 st at 
neck edge on next 3 rows, then on following 2 
[2, 3] alt rows (14 [17, 19] sts). 

Work 2 rows, thus ending with right side fac- 
ing for next row. 

Shape shoulder by casting off 5 [ 6 , 6 ] sts at 
beg of next and following alt row. Work 1 row. 

Cast off remaining 4 [5, 7] sts. 

With right side facing, slip centre 7 sts on a 
safety-pin, rejoin yarn to remaining sts, patt 
to end. 

Work to match first side, reversing shapings, 
noting that an extra row will have to be 
worked before start of shoulder shaping. 

SLEEVES 

With No 3 V 4 mm needles, cast on 25 [29, 31] 
sts and work In rib as on Back for 3 [3, 4] cm, 
ending with a 1 st row. 

Next row — Rib 2 [1, 2], * Ml, rib 3 [4, 3]; rep 
from * to last 2 [4, 2] sts. Ml, rib 2 [3, 2], (Ml, 
rib 1) 0 [1, 0] time (33 [37, 41] sts). 

Change to No 4 mm needles and work in patt 
as follows: 

1st row— (Right side), K 6 [8, 10], PI, (K 1 , PI) 3 
times, sLIK, K 1 , psso, yfwd, K3, yfwd, K2tog, 
PI, (K 1 , PI) 3 times, K to end. 

2nd row— P7 [9, 11 ], (K1, PI) twice, K 1 , P9, 
(K 1 , PI) twice, K 1 , P to end. 

3rd row— K 6 [8, 10], PI, (K 1 , PI) 3 times, K 1 , 
yfwd, sLIK, K 1 , psso, K1, K2tog, yfwd, K 1 , PI, 
(K1, PI) 3 times, K to end. 

4th row — As 2nd. 

5th row— K 6 [8, 10], PI, (K 1 , PI) 3 times, K2, 
yfwd, sLIK, K2tog, psso, yfwd, K2, PI, (K 1 , PI) 
3 times, K to end. 

6th row — As 2nd. 

These 6 rows form patt. 

Continue in patt, shaping sides by inc 1 st at 
each end of 7th row (from beg of patt) and 
every following 4th (6th, 7th] row until there 
are 45 [49, 53] sts, taking inc sts into stocking 
st. 



Work 3 [3, 6 ] rows, thus ending with right side 
facing. 

Cast off loosely. 

MAKE UP AND BORDERS 

Do not press. 

Using contrast yarn, place french knots on 
Back, Front and Sleeves as in photograph. 

Join shoulder seams. 

Place centre of cast-off edge of sleeves to 
shoulder seams and sew Sleeves in position 
to Back and Front. 

Join side and sleeve seams. 

Neck Border: With right side facing and No 
3 V 4 mm needles, starting at top of left back 
opening, K 6 [6, 7] from left back, knit up 8 [8, 
10] sts down left side of neck, K7 from front, 
knit up 8 [8, 10 ] sts up right side of neck, then 
K 6 [ 6 , 7] from right back (35 [35, 41] sts). 

Starting with a 2 nd row, work in rib as on Back 
for 4 cm. 

Using a No 4 mm needle, cast off loosely in 
rib. 

Fold Neck Border in half to wrong side and 
slip-hem loosely in position. 

Button Border: With No 3 V 4 mm needle, cast 
on 7 sts and work in rib as follows: 

1st row — (Right side), K2, (PI, K1) twice, K 1 . 
2nd row — K 1 , (PI, K1) 3 times. 

Rep these 2 rows until Border, when slightly 
stretched, fits up left back opening to top of 
Neck Border, sewing in position as you go 
along. 

Cast off evenly In rib. 

Mark position of 4 buttons on Button Border 
with pins to ensure even spacing, first to 
come 1 cm up from division, 4th to come at 
centre of Neck Border and remainder spaced 
evenly between (see Handy Hints on first 
page of text). 

Buttonhole Border: With right side facing and 
No 3 V 4 mm needles, K5 from safety-pin inc 2 
sts evenly (7 sts). 

Starting with a 2nd row, work in rib as on 
Button Border with the addition of 4 button- 
holes to correspond with pins placed on But- 
ton Border. 

To make a buttonhole: (Right side), rib 3, yrn, 
P2tog, rib to end. 

Neatly stitch Button Border at base of open- 
ing on wrong side. 

Sew on buttons. 



Leggings 

RIGHT LEG 

With No 3 V 4 mm needles, cast on 35 [39, 45] 
sts and work in rib as on Back of Sweater for 8 
cm, ending with a 1 st row. 

Next row — (Rib 1 , Ml) 7 [1, 1] times, * (rib 2, 
Ml) 1 [1,2] times, rib 1 , Ml; rep from * to last 
4 [ 2 , 4] sts, (rib 1 [1,2], Ml) 3 [ 1 , 1 ] times, rib 1 
[1,2] (61 [65, 71] sts). 

Change to No 4 mm needles and work in patt 
as follows: 

1st row — (Right side), K 6 [ 8 , 11 ], * P 1 ,(K 1 , PI) 
3 times, K7; rep from * to last 13 [ 1 , 4] sts, PI 
[ 0 , 0], (K 1 , PI) 3 [ 0 , 0] times, K 6 [1, 4]. 

2nd row— P7 [9, 12], * (K 1 , PI) twice, K1, P9; 
rep from * to last 12 [ 0 , 3] sts, (K1, PI) 2 [0,0] 
times, K 1 [0, 0], P7 [0, 3]. 

These 2 rows form patt. 

Continue in patt until work measures 18 [20, 
22 ] cm with cuff turned back in half (or adjust 
to suit), ending with right side facing for next 
row. 



Shape by casting off 2 sts at beg of next 2 
rows. 

Dec 1 st at each end of next and every ait row 
until 51 (55, 61] sts remain. 

Work straight until work measures 16 [18, 20] 
cm from cast off sts, ending with right side 
facing for next row. 

Change to No 3V4 mm needles and starting 
with a 1 st row, work in rib as before for 4 cm. 

Cast off evenly in rib. 

LEFT LEG 

Work as for Right Leg. 

TO MAKE UP 

Do not press. 

Join front, back and inside leg seams. 

Fold cuff in half to wrong side and slip-hem 
loosely in position. 

Fold waist ribbing in half to wrong side and 
slip-hem loosely in position, leaving an open- 
ing for elastic. 

Insert elastic and join ends. 

Close opening.

Rep these 2 rows for 3 cm, ending with a 2nd 
row. 

1st size: Next row — Rib 3, * work 2tog, rib 4, 
work 2tog, rib 5; rep from * to last 4 sts, work 
2tog, rib 2 (39 sts). 

2nd, 3rd and 4th sizes: Next row — Rib [4, 4, 
3], * work 2tog, rib (8, 9, 7); rep from * to last 
[6, 6 , 5] sts, work 2tog, rib to end ((45. 49, 55] 
sts). 

All sizes: Change to No 4 mm needles and P 1 
row. 

Now work in patt as follows: 

1st row — (Right side), K1, * PI, Klbw; rep 
from • to last 2 sts, PI, K1. 

2nd row — K1, * Klbw, PI; rep from * to last 2 
sts, Klbw, K1. 

These 2 rows form patt.** 

Continue in patt until Front measures 13 (15, 
19, 24) cm (or adjust to suit), ending with right 
side facing for next row. 

Divide for front opening as follows: 

Next row— Patt 1 7 (20, 22, 25], turn and leave 
remaining sts on a spare needle. 

Continue on these sts for first side until front 
opening measures 5 cm, ending with right 
side facing for next row. 

Keeping continuity of patt, shape neck as fol- 
lows: 

Next row— Patt 15 (18. 20, 23], cast off 2 sts. 
Break yarn. 

With wrong side facing, rejoin yarn to remain- 
ing sts, work 2tog, patt to end. Work 1 row. 

Dec 1 St at neck edge on next and every alt 
row until 12 (15. 15, 18) sts remain, thus end- 
ing with right side facing for next row. 

3rd and 4th sizes; Work 2 rows, thus ending 
with right side facing for next row. 

All sizes: Shape shoulder by casting off 4 (5. 
5, 6] sts at beg of next and following alt row. 
Work 1 row. 

Cast off remaining 4 (5, 5, 6] sts. 

With right side facing, rejoin yarn to remain- 
ing sts, cast off 5 sts, patt to end. 

Work to match first side, reversing shapings, 
noting that an extra row will have to be 
worked before start of shoulder shaping. 



BACK 

Work as for Front from ** to **. 

Keeping continuity of patt, work straight until 
Back matches Front to start of shoulder shap- 
ing, ending with right side facing for next row. 



Shape shoulders by casting off4(5,5, 6] sts at 
beg of next 6 rows. 

Work a further 8 rows in patt on remaining 1 5 
(15, 19, 19] sts, thus ending with right side 
facing. 

Cast off. 

SLEEVES 

With No 3V4 mm needles, cast on 22 (30, 30, 
34] sts and work in rib as on Front for 3 cm, 
ending with a 2nd row. 

1st size: Next row — In rib dec 1 st at centre 
(21 sts). 

2nd, 3rd and 4th sizes: Next row — In rib Inc 1 
St at centre (|31, 31, 35] sts). 

All sizes: Change to No 4 mm needles and P 1 
row. 

Now work in patt as on Front, shaping sides 
by inc 1 st at each end of 3rd (11th, 7th, 7th] 
and every following 6th (19th, 16th, 16th] row 
until there are 37 (37, 41, 49] sts, taking Inc sts 
into patt. 

Work 3 (9, 7, 7] rows, thus ending with right 
side facing for next row. 

Cast off 1 6 ( 1 6. 1 8, 22 ] sts at beg of next 2 rows 
(5 sts). 

Work straight in patt on these sts until strip, 
when slightly stretched, fits along shoulder 
edge, ending with right side facing. 

Cast off. 

MAKE UP, COLLAR AND BORDERS 

Do not press. 

Join side and sleeve seams. 

Insert Sleeves. 

Sew saddle strips along shoulders on Front 
and Back, sewing extra rows at top of Back to 
centre of cast-off sts on saddle strip. 

Button Border: With right side facing and No 
3V4 mm needles, starting at neck edge of left 
front opening, knit up 14 sts evenly along side 
edge to base of opening. 

Starting with a 2nd row, work In rib as on 
Front for 7 rows. 

Cast off evenly In rib. 

Buttonhole Border: With right side facing and 
No 3V4 mm needles, starting at base of right 
front opening, knit up 1 4 sts evenly along side 
of front opening to neck edge. 

Starting with a 2nd row, work In rib as on 
Front for 3 rows. 

Next row — (Buttonhole row), rib 3, yon, 
K2tog, rib 6, yon, K2tog, rib 1. 

Work a further 3 rows. 

Cast off evenly in rib. 



Place Buttonhole Border over Button Border 
and sew side edges in position to cast-off sts. 

Collar: With No 3V4 mm needles, cast on 50 
[50, 58, 58) sts and work in rib as on Front for 4 
cm, ending with a 2nd row. 

Using a No 4 mm needle, cast off evenly In rib. 

Starting and ending at Inside edge of front 
borders, sew cast-on edge of Collar all round 
neck edge. 

Sew on buttons. 



Leggings 

RIGHT LEG AND LEFT LEG (alike) 

With No 3V4 mm needles, cast on 38 [42, 46] 
sts and work In rib as on Front of Sweater for 8 
cm, ending with a 2nd row. 

1st and 2nd sizes: Next row — Rib 1, * Ml, rib 
2; rep from * to last st. Ml, rib 1 (57 (63] sts). 

3rd size: Next row — Rib 1, * (Ml, rib 2) 4 
times. Ml, rib 3; rep from * to lastst. Ml, rib 1 
(67 sts). 

All sizes: Change to No 4 mm needles and P 1 
row. 

Now work in patt as on Front of Sweater until 
work measures 22 (24, 26] cm (or adjust to 
suit), ending with right side facing for next 
row. 

Keeping continuity of patt, shape top by cast- 
ing off 2 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

Dec 1 st at each end of next and every follow- 
ing 4th (4th, 6th] row until 39 (43, 49] sts 
remain. 

Work straight until work measures 15 (17, 19] 
cm from start of shaping, ending with right 
side facing. 

Leave these sts on a spare needle. 

Join Legs as follows; 

With right side facing and No 3V4 mm 
needles, patt across 38 (42, 48] sts from left 
leg inc 9 (9, 7] sts evenly, K last st of left leg 
and first st of right leg together, patt across 
remaining 38 (42. 48] sts of right leg Inc 8 [8, 6] 
sts evenly (94 (102, 110] sts). 

Starting and ending with a 2nd row, work in 
rib as on Front of Sweater for 3 cm. 

Cast off loosely in rib. ^ 

TO MAKE UP 

Do not press. 

Join leg seam, reversing seam for 4 cm for 
turn back, then join front and back seams. 

Cut elastic to fit waist, join in a ring and sew 
inside waist using herringbone stitch over 
elastic to form a casing.
